KINGSLEY  BRIDGE  MILL  RIVER  EAST  CLARENDON,  VERMOIYI 

The  Kingsley  Bridge,  which  extends  over  the  Mill  River  on  East  Street,  was  buill  in 
1870  by  Timothy  Horton,  a  Clarendon  carpenter  and  covered  bridge  builder.  It  is  the 
only  covered  bridge  left  which  is  located  in  Clarendon  out  of  several  covered  bridges 
originally  located  in  our  Town. 

In  the  1950’s  it  was  closed  for  repair  and  more  recently  in  1985  it  was  declared  un 
safe  for  vehicle  travel  and  closed.  A  complete  restoration  was  undertaken  with  the 
majority  of  the  work  done  by  Wright  Engineering  Co.  The  bridge  re-opened  in  Mav 
1987. 

The  Town  is  very  fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  preserve  this  historic  landmark. 
Thus  enabling  Clarendon  residents  and  visitors  present  and  future  to  appreciate  its 
beauty,  durability  and  historic  value.

III.  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

A‘  ^Ther^are"  301  students  enrolled  In  the  Clarendon  Elementary  School 
for  the  1987-88  school  year.  This  Is  down  slightly  from  last  year  s  h  g 
due  primarily  to  the  change  In  the  new  school  entry  age, 
this  year.  The  projections  for  the  future  are  that  enrollments  will 
continue  to  increase  gradually  and  that  we  can  expect  to  reach  approximate  y 
350  students. 

B.  P®r*°™e^lstlng  of  teachers  and  other  staff  members  is  printed  on 

page  one  of  this  report.  There  have  been  some  shifts  ln ^"library 
few  major  changes  in  personnel.  Lisa  Murray  is  working  as  the  library 
aide  and  Sylvia  Venne  is  the  resource  room  aide. 

C  ^h^Vermont  Public  School  Approval  process  was  completed  during  the 
spring  of  1987.  We  are  now  in  the  process  of  developing  a  school 
improvement  plan  which  addresses  the  needs  of  PSA.  One  of  the  PSA 
requirements  mandates  a  guidance  program.  We  plan  to  implement  s 
guidance  services  during  the  1988-89  school  year.  Many  of  the  other 
PSA  requirements  are  related  to  facilities. 

We  are  continuing  the  process  of  reviewing  and  updating  our 
instructional  programs  and  materials.  Improvements  continue  to  be  made 
in  this  area  and  numerous  workshops  are  being  held  to  improve  teaching 
skills. 


D"  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  facilities  to  make  them  mo^ 
energy  efficient.  Completed  is  the  installation  of  the  energy  management 
equipment .  New  lights  have  been  installed  in  the  multi-purpose  room 
where  nine  new  fixtures  have  replaced  thirty  old  ones.  Also,  an  outside 
storage  building  has  been  completed  to  give  us  badly  needed  storage  space 

Space  for  instructional  programs  continues  to  be  a  critical  need 
with  our  large  enrollment  and  the  requirements  of  PSA.  At  a  special 
school  district  meeting  on  August  29,  1987  voters  approved  $14  000  for 
facilities  planning.  Since  this  time  an  architect  and  a  D?ans 

have  been  employed  by  the  school  board  to  prepare  preliminary  P^ns . 

A  board  hopes" to  b"e  able  to  present  a  project  for  voter  consideration 
during  this  spring.

E.  State  Aid: 

The  1987  Vermont  Legislature  passed  a  new  state  aid  bill  known  as 
the  Foundation  Plan.  This  plan  was  designed  to  provide  additional  funds 
so  that  schools  could  implement  programs  required  by  the  Public  School 
Approval  Standards. 

As  a  result  of  the  increased  funding  of  the  Foundation  Plan, 
Clarendon  is  receiving  $237 , 536 . 00  in  additional  state  aid  for  the 

1987- 88  school  year.  Of  this  amount,  $100,000.00  was  returned  to 
taxpayers  as  property  tax  relief,  $39,000.00  was  approved  by  voters  for 
special  projects,  with  the  remainder  being  held  in  reserve  to  help  meet 
PSA  requirements. 

The  Foundation  Plan  calls  for  additional  funds  for  next  year, 

1988- 89.  However,  the  amount  of  additional  aid  for  Clarendon  is  not 
known  at  this  time. 


F.  Budget  and  School  Taxes: 

The  complete  budget  for  the  1988-89  school  year  is  included  in  the 
financial  statements  within  this  report.  The  proposed  budget  has 
elementary  school  expenditures  of  $992 , 580 . 00 .  The  major  increases 
are  in  the  areas  of  instruction,  special  education,  guidance  services, 
speech  services,  and  library-media  services.  Many  of  these  increases 
are  to  meet  PSA  requirements.  The  school  tax  comparison  for  the  past 
several  years  is  illustrated  in  the  table  below:

The  appointed  Board  of  Listers  have  been  working  on 
making  the  grand  list  and  cards  current  and  correct.  We 
have  been  correcting  numerous  listing  and  calculating  errors. 

For  the  tax  year  of  1987,  thru  errors  and  omissions, 
approximately  $19,000  of  revenue  was  added  to  the  town. 

We  are  anticipating  doing  reappraisal  which  will  go 
effect  for  the  1989  tax  year.  Reappraisal  is  needed  because 
our  appraisals  at  present  are  running  far  below  the  80%  of 
fair  market  value  that  is  required  by  the  state.  ?°  °ur 
town  is  penalized  in  State  Aid  to  Education.  For  1988  1st 
estimate  of  $32,340  is  the  penalty  and  for  1989  it  could 
go  as  high  as  $100,000.  State  says  reappraisal  will  cancel 
the  1988  and  1989  penalties.  Reappraisal  will  also  help 
to  correct  the  inadequacy  in  property  values  in  our  town.

In  1987  the  Association  had  a  very  successful  and  gratifying  year  with 
the  raising  of  $31,000  to  help  improve  our  department.  This  was 
accomplished  with  30  active  firemen  and  a  very  helpful  Auxiliary. 

This  money,  raised  from  weekly  Bingos,  Annual  Auction,  work  at  the 
Rutland  Fair  and  other  various  projects,  was  used  to  buy  ten  Motorola 
Pagers,  26  approved  fire  coats  and  seven  new  helmets,  for  better 
protection  for  our  firefighters.  We  also  purchased  a  new  roof  ladder, 
a  booster  nozzle,  50  gallons  of  foam  and  a  foam  inductor  for  better 
foam  distribution.  An  overhead  projector  to  be  used  for  classroom 
training  in  the  winter  months  was  also  purchased. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  some  of  our  officers  established  a  fire 
prevention  program  for  the  children  at  the  elementary  school. 

We  feel  that  the  best  way  to  reduce  fires  and  possible  injuries  is 
to  educate  the  children  in  the  schools  on  fire  prevention. 

In  1987  we  received  39  emergency  calls,  down  from  recent  years.  We 
went  of  town  on  Mutual  Aid  calls  4  times  and  we  received  aid  twice. 

Our  equipment  was  used  a  total  of  116  hours  at  fires  and  firemen 
spent  824  hours  at  fires. 

The  department  attended  various  Parades  and  sporting  events  in  1987 
and  received  21  trophies  for  their  efforts. 

The  trustees,  officers  and  firemen  would  like  to  thank  the  Ladies 
Auxiliary  and  the  Townspeople  for  their  support  in  the  past  year.

There  is  a  small  dedicated  group  of  people  putting  in  many  hours  to 
make  Clarendon  the  safest  we  can  and  we  need  help.

There  are  only  five  firemen  that  live  in  the  Chippenhook  area  and 
three  in  East  Clarendon,  not  hardly  enough  when  our  biggest  enemy 
in  fire  fighting  is  time. 

The  Department  budget  runs  $45,000  per  year  with  $30,000  being  raised 
through  fund  raising  activities  .  The'people  that  train,  manage  and 
maintain  your  department  also  generate  the  revenue  for  our  budget. 

If  you  are  interested  in  helping  your  department  in  a  very 
active  role  as  a  firefighter  or  a  less  demanding  position  in  our 
fund  raisers,  every  week  or  a  few  hours  a  month,  we  have  a  place  for 
you .

To  the  Honorable  Citizens  of 
our  member  communities: 

During  Regional’s  fourth  fiscal  year  the  service  responded  to 
3239  calls,  an  increase  of  412  calls  over  the  previous  year. 

There  has  been  an  increased  demand  for  our  services  each  year 
since  we  began  operation  in  1983. 

Although  the  budget  for  1987-1988  has  increased  substantially  due 
to  inflation  and  soaring  insurance  costs  the  assessments  for  the 
member  communities  did  not  increase. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  being  able  to  control  the 
assessments  at  the  same  level  for  three  consecutive  years.  The 
first  is  our  very  able  Administrator,  Mr.  James  A.  Finger.  A 
membership  program  that  not  only  provides  additional  income  but 
provides  savings  to  the  individual  member  should  the  need  for 
ambulance  service  be  required.  The  financial  records  and  other 
operating  functions  are  being  computerized  and  very  near 
completion.  Finally  the  complete  support  of  our  professional 
staff  has  added  to  our  financial  stability. 

As  part  of  the  program  to  provide  a  cost  effective  and  reliable 
service  a  new  ambulance  was  purchased  and  another  new  replacement 
ambulance  is  scheduled  for  1987-1988  through  a  depreciation  fund 
set  up  in  our  accounting  practices.  We  began  construction  of 
additional  office  and  living  space  with  very  generous  support 
from  local  contractors,  businesses  and  dedicated  employees.  We 
would  like  to  thank  everyone  in  our  coverage  area  for  their 
continued  support. 

These  and  other  projects  were  implemented  to  provide  the  citizens 
of  our  member  communities  with  the  best  cost  efficient  ambulance 
service  we  can  provide.  We  did  request  the  same  assessment  for 
the  next  fiscal  years  operating  expenses.  All  of  our  member 
communities  approved  this  request.  We  would  like  to  thank  the 
voters  and  we  are  proud  to  continue  serving  the  citizens  of  our 
coverage  area.  The  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Administration  of 
Regional  Ambulance  Service,  Inc.  will  continue  to  strive  to 
provide  the  highest  quality  emergency  ambulance  care  at  the 
lowest  possible  cost  to  all  of  the  citizens  served.

As  member  towns  begin  making  preparations  for  publishing  thei 
town  reports  I  have  received  numerous  requests  for  a  bnet 
description  of  the  District's  activities  over  the  past  year. 

The  following  should  fulfill  that  need. 

Construction  of  the  Vicon  facility  continued  ^“f0^987 
with  construction  and  testing  completed  in  December.  T he 

performance  tests  were  very  encouraging,  with  electricity 
production  being  well  above  the  guarantee  point  which  results 
in  additional  District  benefits. 

The  uncertainties  that  were  evident  in  1986  were  even  more  so 
in  1987  with  the  PSB  Certificate  of  Public  Good  and  the 
electricity  rate  being  challenged  by  various  local  and 
regional  environmental  groups.  In  addition  Vicon 
significant  .local  opposition  over  the  residue  landfill  to  be 
located  in  Sunderland  Vermont. 

Increased  costs  due  to  additional  pollution  control  equipment 
and  additional  project  development  costs  to  pursue  the  re 
permits  resulted  in  a  cost  overrun  of  approximately  12.5 
million  dollars.  The  District  revised  its  contract  with  Vicon 
to  accept  the  additional  costs  in  exchange  for  increased 
guaranteed  production  levels  and  revenue  sharing. 

A  new  state  law  was  passed  in  1987  providing  grants  for 
regional  recycling  projects.  In  response  to  that  initiative 
the  District  hired  an  Assistant  Manager  to  Prepare 
implement  a  regional  recycling  program.  iSSS  should  see  a 
number  of  recycling  programs  implemented  which  will  impro 
the  economic  and  environmental  viability  of  the  Vicon 
facility .

We  project  that  we  will  spend  $19,637  to  provide  the  services  needed  by  elders  in 
your  community  during  our  current  fiscal  year. 

We  provided  the  following  services  to  elders  who  resided  in  your  area  during  the 
fiscal  year  that  closed  September  30,  1987: 

Senior  Meals 

Site:  Clarendon 

Schedule:  Thursday  —  Congregate  Meals  at  the  Grange  Hall 
Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  —  Meals  on  Wheels 

1193  meals  were  served  at  the  site  to  46  elders. 

1700  meals  were  delivered  to  the  homes  of  14  elders  who  were  homebound  and 
unable  to  come  to  the  mealsite.  This  service  is  often  referred  to  as  “Meals  on 
Wheels”. 

Senior  Advocate  Assistance 

35  persons  over  60  received  help  through  this  important  program.  Advocates 
helped  elders  fill  out  forms  and  resolve  problems  related  to  benefit  program  applica¬ 
tion.  They  also  intervened  on  behalf  of  elders  who  had  problems  with  ongoing  pro¬ 
gram  assistance.  Help  was  also  given  to  elders  who  had  questions  or  problems  related 
to  health  care  payments  and  health  insurance  claims.  Additionally,  Advocates 
helped  elders  file  Vermont  tax  rebate  claims  and  assisted  them  with  applications  for 
energy  program  benefits. 

Other  Services 

This  Agency  supported,  either  directly  or  through  contract,  the  following  addi¬ 
tional  important  services  for  use  by  elders  in  your  community: 

□  Long  Term  Care  Ombudsman:  This  individual  provided  advocacy  assistance  to 
residents  of  Community  Care  and  Nursing  Homes.  The  Ombudsman  helped 
elders  and,  if  appropriate,  family  members  or  friends  sort  out  information  re¬ 
garding  financial  assistance  and  other  concerns  related  to  institutional  care. 

□  Information  and  Referral:  This  Agency  maintained  a  directory  of  services  and 

programs  available  to  elders  in  our  area.  Elders  were  able  to  access  this  informa¬ 
tion  by  either  calling  or  visiting  our  office.  * 

□  Legal  Service  Attorney  for  the  Elderly:  The  Area  Agency  provided  funding  for  an 
Attorney  whose  role  was  to  focus  on  the  legal  concerns  of  elders.  This  Attorney 
worked  through  the  Vermont  Legal  Aid  Office  serving  our  region. 

□  Essential  Transportation:  On  a  limited  basis,  this  agency  re-imbursed  mileage 
costs  incurred  by  volunteer  drivers  who,  through  agency  arrangement,  provided 
rides  to  elders  needing  transportation  to  get  to  medical  appointments  or  to  do  es¬ 
sential  food  shopping. 
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RETIRED  SENIOR  VOLUNTEER  PROGRAM  (RSVP) 


Since  1973,  the  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP)  has  been 
working  with  senior  citizens  (60+)  throughout  Rutland  County, 
assisting  them  to  volunteer  their  time,  wisdom  and  skills  with, 
non-profit  organizations  in  Rutland  County  so  as  to  enrich  their 
lives  while  providing  supplemental  staff  to  agencies  with 
limited  budgets. 

In  1986,  363  RSVP  volunteers  contributed  58.600  hours  of  service 
to  more’ than  89  non-profit  organizations  throughout  the  County. 

Currently  there  are  9  active  North  Clarendon  RSVP  volunteers 
donating  their  time  to  the  following  organizations;  Beverly 
Manor;  Clarendon  Elementary  School;  Eden  Park;  0ne-2-0ne 
Program;  Rutland  County  Diversion  Program;  Rutland  Regional 
Medical  Center;  Rutland  Senior  Chorus;  Southwestern  Vermont 
Area  Agency  on  Aging  Nutrition  Program;  American  Red  Cross  and 
Art-in-the-Park.  To  date,  their  combined  hours  of  service 
totals  891*
